(aid he) my aRions are Crimes, why thendoſk

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whole charge,divided his Men into two Squa- 
drons, the one he tooke to him(elfe, and the 
other he! pave me the honor to command. 
Then lealt choſe new-raild Courages ſhould 
coole,he Commanded the Pilot to rack abouc 
and reſolv'd toſaye Menas the labour of over- 
rakcing him , whowaschaſcing us with Oares 
and Sayles. 'Twas then I perceiv'd in my ge- 
ncrous Prince's Pace adiſlipation of thoſe 
Clowdes his Miſeries had there created, and 
in their place a Conntenarice ſo martiall & fo 
charming, that'rwas as'impoſſible for his E- 
nemyes not to feare, as for his Freinds not to 
admirc him. By thistyme the Pyrates were (o 
cloſe come up , that Artabbancs! commanded 
the Sea-men to grapple with Menas'sGally, 8: 
not giveing him leave to affaultus, he leap't

Yet though Pompey had left Rome he 
was not gone out of lraly , but was neceſſita- 
cd to remaine at Capua for ſome diſpatches 
which were not perfected.

ſliognomy are falſe ; or that Slave ( pointing 
at my Prince) 1s not what his prefcnt habir 
ſpeakes him , but poſſeſſes a Minde that de- 
ſerves as good a Fortune as that he is now in 
15 11].

The Gods for- 
bidd, that becauſe your Capraine ha's a berter 
opinion of me than 1 merit , that therefore 
this Priſoncr ſhould vadergoc a miſery which 
by your owne confeſſion he docs not but up- 
on. that ſcore, Thereupon he commanded 
Gallippas to (er my_ Prince free, and to tell 
Menas, That furniſhing him with an occaſts 
on to oblige a gallant-Man, was 2 greater Pre« 
altzte, in 2 ſent 
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ſent than all thoſe other Slaves he beſtow'd 
on him. Gallippus , who bad contraRed'a 
high opinon for my Mafters vertue , was goe- 
iog with great fatiſtaftion to obſerve Pom- 
pey's:dirctions, when Arcabbanes ill Fate 
(which hasnevyer bin tyr'd with afticting him) 
made Lentulus Batiarus ( who was extreamly 
taken with my Prince ) fo carneſtly to begg 
him of Pompey , that at laſt (though with 
much relactancy ) he revoak'd his promiſe, 
and not only grauntcd Baciatus his requeſt, 
bat alſo gave him all thoſe other Slaves which 
Menas had preſented him, This Batiatus'was 
the cheifclt Cirtizen in Capua, and one who 
Pompey durlt not difoblige , being of his 
Councell in that great deſigne of makeing 
himſelfe Emperor of all the world , whoſe 
foundation was then lay'd, bat after was de- 
ſtroy'd by the happier Fortune of [ulivs Czlar, 
who pollelt whar this did but immagin, Ba- 
tiatus having waited epon: Pompey out of 
Capua, was no ſooner return'd, than calling 
for my Prince he alk'd him his Name and 
Country; Artabbanes, whoſe hatred for him 
was as great as juſt, told him withan accent 
which exprelt his xcleatment , That beinga 
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Slave he had nither Name nor Country, 
Which teply fo infenc't the Batbarons Bati- 
atns, that he commanded him inſtantly to be 
putt into Chaynes and kept with'his other 
Common flaves. Great Gods ! when I ſawe 
thoſe hands loader with Irons , which if ver- 
tuc had bin a title to Empire ſhould have 
ſwayed the Scepters of the World , whatdid 
nor my fury ſuggeſt in me? 1 curſt a Milion of 
tymes Parthemitfa's inconftancy that had caſt 
my deare Maſter into miſerics almoſt as greax 
as his vertve, and condemn'd with many im- 
precations the'weaknefle of Pompeys , which 
the delice of an vnworthy Cittizen could (o 
foone deſtroy, at laſt 1 was reſolv'd to acquaint 
our” Tyrant with my Princes quality & birth, 
and by the aſlarance of an exceſſive ranſome, 
free him from that Ceptivity his vnjuſt' Pate 
had flung him into, But then the conſideratis 
of thoſe (acred oathes Artabbanes hadextor- 
ted from me never to reveale 'that ſecret bue 
by his conſent ſappreſt my reſolution , and 
made me take up that of endeavoring to per- 
ſwade him to ie himfclfe or elſe-to' give me 
his petimiſſion for it. Therefore rakeing my 
opportunity I begg'd him ith a Rtreame of 
Tearcs 
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Tcares, thathe.wonld not by an obſtinate 
ſileace vadergoe ſo loweadeſtiny; bur by ac- 
quainting Batiatus with bis quality ,, procure 
a-civill uſage *rill his Ranfome came, "Thar 
then he-would retourae into. Parthja,, there 
baving obtain'da Pardon for ,Surenas death, 
\Vince to Partheniſſa, by a carriadge voyde of 
all crouble, bow cafily he could diveſthim- 
felfeofhis Pallion , when ſhee coald throwe 
off her Conſtancy , that twas her. vertue not 
ber Beauty only he ador'd, and ſince ſhee 
could decline the firlt he conld as cafily the 
latter, Hold thy peace Symander ( ſaid my 
Prince1aterrupting me) doe not.add unto my 
miſcries by thy impions diſcourle of Parthe- 
niſſa, [hee is yerthe higeſt thing in my eſteeme, 
far. lam upon better conſideration, apter to 
belcive., *rwasſome defeRs ſhee fonnd in me 
than,any which were-in her that made her rc- 
callthe bleſſed joy of her AﬀeRion , and (o. 
that which thou cearm it incoaſtancy. may be- 
herluſtice, No,no, Symander (he continu'd) 
ſince the Gods haye profeſt themſelves fo 
much my,Adverſazies;; tyc not thy Fortune 
untathe, molt wretched of Men: I have ſome 
Iewcllsthat'ſcap'tthe Pyrates , rake chem & 
£1 ORE Eo buy 
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buy thy'freedome, then retourne into thy 
Country, where I ſhall pray thon-may'ſ enjoy 
afelicicy cquall ro thy yertue , & let me alone 
to wreltle with my miſfortuncs; for Jhad farre 
rather periſh in this miſcrable/Priſon & under 
the weight of cheſe Chaines,, than ſee Parthe- 
niſla ſcorne my Flame, or by her embraces 
recompence any cthers, By this thon mayſt 
in ſome (orte gefſe at the greatneſſe of my 
Torments, when Slaveric is a comparative 
happineſſe. My- Prince had noe ſooner done 
ſpeakeing , than flinging my (elfe at his 'fecte, 
I cold him, 6h Sir !' have all my ſervices not 
yer obtain'd your leave to- beare' a ſhare in 
your; miſtortunes? can 'you ſpeake to mie 'of 
felicity when you att loaden with Irons Plas! 
what faale have I comirted, that' you ſhonld

urt.Batiazasicamem ;who:commanded his

ther with Artabbanes were fett a Parte for 
Gladiators, and then weot away, Thcſe Glas 
diators(a3the-Romans call them) are cetraine 
Capriyes who are keptito fighr ar: Sharpe ane- 
againſt another in-Amphitheaters , for their 
Maſters or.che Peoples paſtime , which forte 
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of Combates alwayes ends at leaſt with the 
lofle of much blood, & often tymes with the 
Livcs of the Actors, As ſoone as my Prince 
learn'd by ſome of the other Slaves what he 
wasdcſtin'd to, he carſt a hunder'd tymes his 
ignorance of the Roman Cuſtomes that had 
ſav'd Batiatus Life , for certaincly had he 
knowne the cauſe why his Chaines were taken 
off , he had employ'd them to kill the Come 
mander of it. But after haveing walked two 
or three turnes, with lookes and aftions ex- 
preſſing his jaſt reſeatments , he at laſt deſir'd 
is fellow Priſoners . ſilence and attention , 
which beiogeaſily obtain'd heſpoake to them 
much to this purpoſe, Freinds and Com- 
Panions in miſery, That Fortage has made 
us Slaves is her. Fault, that wee ſhould conti- 
nue ſo wilbe ours, ſince a quictſubmiſlion to

Y ou may ca- 
ſily immagia wee were not a lit!e 1mparienc 
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*ill the breake of day, which los ſooner ap- 
pear'd than our keepers ( which' were Fower 
1n Number.) came into our Prifon , where 
whilſt they were diftributing of victualls'and 
blowes together (for Cruelty is a badge infe- 
parable from their office ) Artabbanes, Cani- 
ins, one Caſtus and 1, drew out their Swords 
and ſheath'd them in their owne'bodyes with 
fuch expeditis,that they had their Pate before 
they could fearc it, Then takeing their Keyes 
wee open'd the Dores of the Priſon , & come- 
ing into the great Court” of Batiatns houfe 
(which wee were necellitated to paſſe tho- 
rouph to get into the ſtreete) wee might per- 
ccive him ( as the Gods would have'it whoall- 
wayes puniſh cruelty') atcended only by'a 
couple of his meniall Servants, and (as wee 
conjectur'd ) comeing to viſite us ; his amaze- 
ment was fo great when he ſawe us all at Iiber« 
ty, that he had net the power to fly, which 
gave Caſtus fufficient tyme to take away his 
Life , but his Servants ſcap't , and by their 
Cryes drew many people into the ſtreets, 
moſt of chem in their ſhirts, for it was very 
early; Thoſe of the Capuans that had Armes 
percciveing wee had bur fower.Syords. fell 
upon ;

The reporte of this great ſucceſſe: was{o 
ſaddenly diſpers'd , that in lefſe than Tenn 
dayes aboue 1000. aſwell Slaves as diſcantens 
ted and poore' Men, came-to. offer their ſer> 
vice to my Prince , who willingly receiv'd 
them , and gave Armes to ſuch as wanted any 
out of thoſe ho had ' taken fromthe; Pretor:, 
Bur Spartacus: having no banckgf Treaſare 
to maintaine ſuch aconfluence of Prople as 
eyery day came thronging under his Enhgn's, 
and knowing thatto live upon the fpoyle was 
asdiſhoneſt as vnpolitick, and would fo (cat» 
ter his Army, that the Romans could not 
miſle an occaſion of deſtroyingie , Papa 
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thacif the*Couhtrywonld fend:him iara:cdm} 
perent proportion of -Yicualls/and'niony ; 
they ſhould receive noe prejudice , but if they 
fiepleFied fo favourable 'an.offer, :whatlocysr 
Miſcties they-fuffer'd byat;muſt be caſt upon 
the ſcore of their! obſtinacy. This in ſome 
wow prevail'd, but in others ic did not,thoſe 
joyed the effes of his.clemency':and the(s 
bi vatrarin reward bf; their wiltallaes.

he diſcompos'd them, Bur Furius who per-

inp after our returne , Spartacus ſent 500..Pri- 
ſoners( taken at Coſſinius defeate.) unto Vari- 
nus and bidd chem tell him , though the Ro- 
mans uſage to him and their barbarons Com- 
miſſions they gave their Generalls of ſhewing 
noe mercy. deſerved in Tuſtice a ;,proportig- 
nate returne, yethe eſteem'd an ill ation fit- 
ter to. be avoyded than immiratcd , therefore 
preſented him thoſe Caprives , baving only 
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exacted an oath from them, of not bearing 
Armes againſt him for a yeare. 'T were hard 
to tel che ſeverall conjettars our Enecmyes 
had in their Campe when they perceiv'd thoſe 
$500. unarmed Men march up to them, but 
*rwere farre more difficult: ro deſcribe their 
greife when they knew the Cauſe of it. The

Among 
thale Priſoners then taken, there was ſome 
young Men of Salapia , wliochinking, to have 
a ſharc in Varinvs ViQtory were (the day-be- 
fore his defeate )'come into his Army , and 
fiadeing ſo different a Fortune co that which 
they expected delird to ſprake with Sparta- 
us, where they t9uld ;him , that Salapia was 
withour any Garriſon , that the cheifeRt Cirti- 
Zens in it were their Freinds and Kindred, & 
ſuch with whome thy had gauch power, which 
they would cmploy for the reduceing of itin- 
ro bis hands it he would reſtore them their 
Freedome and engage his Faith © that their 
Towne & Tewnimea {hold enjoy, the ſame 
Lmnmunics and privitedges vader him that 
chey did under the Romans, in a word they (0 
repreſented the Terror the Salapians were iny 
and the Intereſt chey had in them , that Spare 
racus graunced unto them whatſoever they 
delir'd and immediatly -martche directly 
thither, That which induc's thole Priſoners 
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to. make that overture was, that ſome of our 
Officers intheirdiſcaurſe had not only aflur'd 
them that the firit deſigne wee ſhould goe 
upan wastotake in their Citty, but that they 
themlelves , mult expect the Laſt rigour of 
Warre 1h they did not contribute their allt- 
ſtance 1a the reduceing of it, which if they 
would. vndercake and performe might not 
only be afiaguler advantage to Salapia , but 
preſerve their owne Lives which were (o jult-

ExpeRation' that thereby he: might  evince 
himſelfe worthy Perolla's frendihip and fmde 
at occaſion rooblige him, than any other c6- 
ſideration whatſoever; which leaſt the fury of

his Ranſome. The day no ſooner appear'dbut 
Caſtus began the Aſſault on the Eaftſideof 
the Cirey', & Ganitins with his Gerraancon 
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the Weſt where Spartacus. himfelfe was, who 
perceiving many -of his Men kill'd and the 
reſt extremely (haken, to avoyd the precedent 
Dayes Fate , tooke up his owne Collours and 
cryed oat, Thoſe that love their honoror their 
 Generall let them follow me, then marching 
around pace thorough Canitius men thar 
were flying , he came againlt a Clowde- of Ar- 
rowes to the Foote of the Wall,whereereftiog 
ſome (calling-Ladders he reſolutely & ſuccefl» 
fully clymb'd up, and after a blooddy diſpute 
beate off the Defendants and planted that Co- 
loars he had in his hand upon the Rampire; 
I had the honor to be the neereſt to him in 
this ation , where he did ſo many nobleex- 
ployts that Fortune muſt have bin as vnjuſt 
as they fay thee is inconſtant, had (hee refus'd 
him this Victory, No ſooner had our Army 

erccin'd how eaſy a patſage my Prince had 
made, then above 6000. of them enter'd by 
that way , and without ſhedding any more 
blood renderd themſelves abſolute Maſters 
of the Citty, bur whilſt Spartacus was takeing 
order ta preſerve the Salapians aſmuch as in 
ſach an occaſion was pollible, and tharhe had 
diſpers'd many of his Officers , and I with 
_ Ss __ them 
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them todoc the like,as 1 was gocing thorough 
one of the faireſt fkreceres , blawe a ;greate con» 
fluence of Souldiers about a houſe whoſe 
ſtrucare ſafhciently ſpoake the magnithcence 
of the Owner, and being! come thither, 1 cn- 
quir'd-what was the cauſeof it, one of the Of- 
ficers ſoone inform'd me, that a Company of 
young; Gentlemen only conſiderable tor their 
Reſolutions, had made bo generons a detence, 
andſo: flighted- all Quarter, that they. were 
neceſſitated to make uſe of Numbers to ſup- 

reſle-them , and that now art laſt they had 
kill'd all the Defendants but one , who have- 
ing, gain'd anarrow ſtaire- caſe , was yet make- 
Ing of it good with ſo much Courage, that he 
deplord the deſtroying aſmuch as the cffects 
of it, and that he vaderltood. this generous 
Mans name was Perolla : You may eaſily im- 
mwagin,the hcaring of that Name gave me an. 
vnexpreſlible defire.to ſave the Maſter of it, & 
having conjur'd' the Officer torunn andac- 
quaint Spartacus with it 1 thfuſt my felfe in- 
ro the crowde,. and by many actions which. 
ſhew'd my _concernement. and halte., -com- 
manded them. in-Spartacus's: Name»to for-! 
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an Enemy, This order found a reddy obedi- 
ence, alwel[ out of the knowledge they had 
of the Aﬀection.my deere Matter honor'd me 
with, as out of a defire to preſerve Perolla, 
who they now fought againlt rather to ſhew 
thatan Army might kill him than our of a- 
ny defigne they had todoe fo. Ar laſt by the 
helpe of our Officers I came to the place 
where the gallant Perolla (ſtood , whoappear'd 
to me to be lefle weary with conquering than 
our Souldiers were with aſſaulting him , and 
\pight of that blood which endeavour'd to 
diſtgure his Pace, I perceiv'd a Countenance 
ſoſpiritaall and (o lovely togerher, that I kaew 
not which moſt to admire, bur my wonder

ny perfeCtions had almoſt made me forgetthe 
deligne I was come for, which faulc 1 ſoone 
repair d .by addre(ling my lelte ro the Gene- 
rous Perolla and telling him. The great Spar- 
tacus ( dir ) who cherrithes vertne where-ever

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itis plac'c, has ſent me; hither to preſerve fo 
greata poſleſſor of itas you are,, for he be- 
leives your Gallantry isa {tronger obligation 
on him toſerve you, than your <mploying of 
 tragainſt him is-co' make _him.your-Enemy. 
Since (reply'd Perotla) that is your Generalls 
principle, the faire Izadora here is a worthy 
obje rocmploy that generolity on, which [

was. indeed a very. ſtrange thing , moſt 
men belciving it as difficult ataſke to enter 
this Country that way as to ſubdue it when 
gottenin, and haveing with Fire and vinegar 
made wayes where Natures ſelf had deny'd 
them, in fower (everall Battells at Tilinum , 
Trebid , Thraſimene and Cannes, yanquiſhr 
the Coalulls Publius Cornelius Scipio, Sem- 
pronius Longus, Caius Flamminius, Teren- 
tius Varro, & Paulus Amilus , whole defcates 
;Invited the Attclanians , the Calatinians, the 
Samnites, the lemcians. , the Lucanians, al 
divers other pcople of Italy ro ſubmit to that 
Yoake they citecm'dir impollible rorefiſt , & 
had that great Captaine followed Maharball's 
(tne Generall of his Horſe) advice, & marched 
giccQly to Rome , he had without all diſpute 
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$olleſt himſclfe of that tryumphant Cirty 


which ſince ha's-given Lawes to thoſe that 
might have impos'd theirs on her, But have. 
ing miſt his oportunity , and thereby the Ro- 
mans having chang'd their feares into- nobler 
Paſſions, he apply'd himſelfe wholly to the 
Conquelt of Capua{the ſecond Rome ) where 
Pacavias hatred to Blacius ſoone furniſhe 
Hanniball with an oportunity proportiona« 
ble to his defires : for my Father has bin al- 
waycs {o inviolable a Freind to the Romans , 
that he almoſt rejoyc'd at their Defeates,ſfince 
they furniſhe him with an occaſion tojuſtifie 
he was ty'd to Them norto their proſperity, 
and though Pacuvius were very much their 
Freind, yet he was much more his Revenge's, 
which Paſſion was ſo predominant, that 
xt made him aR things both hisreaſon and in- 
tereſt condemn'd,, and which no other confi- 
dcration could have ſeduced him to, To con. 
firme this Trach-when he found that Blacius 
was vaalterable to this Empire, and that their 
probable ruine did rather confirme than ſhake 
him, he rcſolv'd ander an appearance of ([e- 
curing himſelfe and: Capua to ruine my Fa- 
T_T 
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line by ,Hanniballs Letters , which aſſur'd 
him, if by his power Capua were deliverd in- 
to his, the Cittizens ſhould finde no alteratis 
pns but the difterence.of..their ProteRors , 
which ſmall. change .ſhoud .be recompenc'd 
ſafficiently.wnth many Immunityes the Ro- 
mans had deny'd them , & that for his owne 
perticular , he would make -him no poſitive 
offers ,lince that. were .to confine to certaine 
Articles the Recompence. of his merit, and 
at limmits to thoſe Rewards which he reſol- 
v d ſhould have none. I muſt doe Pacuvius 
that right as to profeſle 1 beleive , though 
theſe glittering promiſes advanc'd the putting 
His deſ1gne in execution, yet his Revenge was 
thconly cauſe of.it, which made him deter- 
mine rather ro raine his Country and-Enc- 
my together than preſerve both. Alas, what 
Miſerable events ha's that blinde fury pro« 
ducd!& how has it darken'd thoſe many other 
yertues which would elſe fo cleerely ſhine in 
our Fathers. The fairc Izadora could not. 
ſpcake thele words without ſhedding ſome 
Teares, which did not only abundantly ma- 
nifeſt the goodneſle of her diſpoſition , but 
almach prov'd that Greife it ſelfe when .

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Jweltin her Face could not butreliſh of the 
place in which-it reſided : but this diforder be- 
ing vanquiſhe (hee thus continu'd. Pacuvias 
had no ſooner: receiv'd Hanniballs -Letters 
than he alſembl'd the cheifelt of Capua(where 
Blacias then was) and by rtoo-great an clo- 

acnce for (0 ill a ſubject, ſo repreſented the 
forlorne condition of the Romans : thetry- 
umphant one of the Carthaginians : the ad» 
vantages of accepting the Conquerors offers: 
and the Miſcrics of declineing them : that at 
laſt the Capuans feares & Hanniballs Armyes 
advanccing to beleidge them helping his diſ- 
eructive Oratory, all the Cictizens rclolv'd to. 
buy their ſafety by the- loſle of their Faiths, 
and to' preſent cheir new. Maſter with their 
Keyes and liberty : and though Blacius by a 
world of Arguments endeayour'd to divert fo 
facall a determination, yet all the adyantage 
he deriv'd from it was, to manifeſt his Aﬀecti« 
on tothe Romans , and to- make it evident 
that the Capuans ſubmiting to the Carthagi- 
nians was an action as oppolite to reaſon as. 
honeſty Magius alſo my Fathers Brother { be-- 
twixt whome there was alwayes as great a dif- 
ference-in humours as necerencſle in blood )in- 
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this defigne joyn'd with Blacius but tonoe cf 
fe& , the Capuzns having ſhutr their Eareg 
ro a}l motions but thoſe of becomeing Slaves 
to Hannibal, who being informed by Pacuvis 
ns that Capua was at his devotion made into 
ita triamphant entry , many Thouſands of 
people relorting thither to behold that Man 
in whome ſuch ycrtue dwelt , & upon whome 
Fortune ſo conſtantly attended, that whilſt his 
Courage was ſubducing his Enemyes in one 
lace his Fame effected the like inanother, 
But whilſt theſe Solemnityes were performee 
ing Blacius withdrew himſelfe into this Citty, 
more out of apprehenſ1s that his death would 
be pleaſing to Pacuvius than to decline (acri- 
ficeing him(elfe for the Roman Eempire : bat 
Magias Continu'd ſtill ar Capua , and his 
Councells being told to Hanniball by Perola's 
Father, ſo exaſperated him, that as a teſtimony 
of his fury and power he demanded Magius | 
of the Senate , whoſe feare clonding their 
Juſtice deliver'd him up, and who immedi- 
atly he caus'd to be executed in the Markers 
place. For this Death Hanniballs Cruelty was 
notſo much condemn as Pacuyius , whoſe 
hatredto our blcod was fo exorbitant , that 
though 
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though Magius did ever oppoſe Blacins, and 
was alwayes oppos'd by him, yet the being 
my Fathers Enemy was not (o prevalent with 
Pacuvins to fave him, as being his Brother 
was to condemne him : Thus by this ſadd 
Tragedy the Capuans found ſufficient Cauſe 
torepent, though not to repayre their incon- 
ſRancy. But now( Sir ) I ſhall tell you a paſſage 
which perhaps wilbe aſmuch admir'd for the 
Gallantry as for the rareneſle of it: Hanniball, 
who had indeed contracted a reall Freindſhip 
with Pacuvius, either as eſtcemeing his in- 
tereſt in the Capuans neceſſary to confirme 
and augment his Conqueſts, or his vertnes 
worthy that honor, or both , but as a marke 
of his eſteeme and truſt, he lodg'd in his Houſe 
without the ordinary Guards which attended 
his Perſon: In the meane tyme Pcrolla , who 
allwayes hada high inclination to the people 
of Rome, and conſequently deteſted his Fa- 
thers ations, began to project the death of 
Hanniball,in which nothing made him irreſo- 
lace bat the violating the Lawcs of Hoſpiralli- 
ty , & lince the conlequence was great of fo ge- 
ncrousa defigne ,it will not be amiſle to ac- 
quaint you with ſome of his reaſonings , be-

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fore he eleed it. W har ( ſaid he to himſelfe) 
ſhalll kill che upholder and Revenger of our 
Blood ? ſhall his freindſhip to my Father be 
the canſe of his ruiue? and thall he receive his 
Death from thoſe with whome he truſts his 
Life ? ſhall I rorevenge the Romans , ſtaine 
my owne reputation with a Marther, and 
Ruine my owne .Family? who cannot '(cape 
being ſacrifis'd ro the. Carchaginians Fury: 
Shall Rome owe her ſafety to a cauſe which if 
thee approv'd, render'd her vaworthy of it ? 
{halt thou. Kill a Conqueror whome' the 
Gods have free'd from their owne immediate 
puniſhment ( Thunder. ) by covering him 
with Lawrell : (halt thou make away an Enc- 
my who in.thus giveing thee the Power to de- 
itroy him, makes it a Crime to doe it { beſides 
he is one who owes his Conqueſts only to his 
Courage and conduct, and if the Roman Ems 
pire be vanquilht with thoſe Armes., ſhee dee 
ſerves that Fate, which to oppoſe were to con 
eradicte the juſtice of the Gods and vertue it 
(cltc: Ah na Perolla, leave oftthe thonghes of 
tach adeligne, than which nothing can be'a 
greater Crime bur the performcing ir, He had 
ccrtaincly gone away alter'd though nor 
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picas d withtheſe reaſons had not his good Ge- 
nius infpir'd him with what you thall now 
heare, Tis true ſaid he Hanniball is the np- 
holder and Revenger of our Family, & there- 
foreche pertormance wilbe the more glorions; 
what greater obligation can | put oa the Ro- 
mans than to ruine our Family to maintaine 
their Empire ? had Magius bin almuch a 
Freind as he was an Enemy to our blood , my 
deligne might weare the name of Revenge, 
and an action of publique concernement 
might be ſtil'd the cfie of a perticular hatred, 
ſo that all his favours ſhould rather invite 
than dilwade che attempt, which theſe circum- 
ſtances will prove rather an impartiall juſtice 
than ingratitude. Bur remember Perolla how 
thy Countrymen branded with infamy Per- 
penna for having murther'd Sertorius though 
aRebell to the Comonwealth , how much 
more will they deteſt thee for diſtroying one 
whole roomuch vertue and ſucceſle arc his 
only Crimes.

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ciently reward : This part of Perpenna's Fate 
I hope will attende my attempr, which is one 
invication more, for to performe what any 
but the Gods can reward is to (cll Gallantry, 
beſides my caſe wilbe nobler than his, for l 
cannot doubt the higher Powers ſo much as 
to deny him the freedome of his Sword to dee 
fend his Life , that if he fall , he may owe it to 
my Courage not my Treachery , and then Ile 
. expoſe my (elte unto his Army , fince to flye 
were to ſhunn Martyredome, and to out-live 
the fat, would ſhew as if Idefir'd to enjoy 
that ſecurity, parchace only for my Country. 
Theſe and many other Argumeats (o fully 
confirm'd Perolla that he only attended an 
opportunity to put his reſolution in practice, 
and though his greeene Ape ( being then but 
18. yeares old) might have made his change 
from this determination appeare rather a 
thing incident to Youth than a want of Va- 
lour , yet he ſo much ador'd vertue, that he 
could not be ynconſtant to whatſoever bore 
her Character, Afcer he had with incredible 
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drawne himſelfe into his Chamber for. a fewe 
houres to make a diſpatch to his Freinds at 
Carthage ,and that all his followers were apon 
the ikeemployment to theirs; Perolla ( who 
had alwayes free acceſle unto him) was gocing 
to execute his deſigne, but itſeemes the Fates 
would not let him by one generous ation 
hinder himſelfe from performcing many, for 
Pacuvins who had fome intelligence then 
bronght him ofadeſ1gne the Capuans had to 
revenge Magius death, & to recover the free- 
dome which that execution ſufficiently ſhew'd 
they had loſt, was then comeing to acquaint 
Hanaiball with it, and in ſuch a conjunure 
of tyme that the Father & the generous Sonn 
metteach other at his Chamber Dore, where 
Pacuvius ſccing Perolla arm'd , was ſtruck 
with ſo great an aſtoniſhment, that nothing 
could increaſe it butthe knowledg of the canlſe, 
which:Perolla acquainted him with , in ſach 
raviſhing tearmes that his reaſon though not 
his inclination was converted, and findeing 
the happy operation which his Argaments 
prodac'd , he begann to conjure his Father by 
all thoſe motives he eſteem'd molt prevalent, 
that he would by ſome high performance re- 
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gains; the Romans/good: opinion”. which it 
ſeen diche Gotds invited him to prrforme by 
oficriovg'fa favolirable ary opertunity to Kill 
tannibal;for(aidho)the ation is good or ill;
